Peters' wounds had 
been so carelessly attended to that h* 
was worse off, if anything, than when 
he was flrst wounded. We did the best 
we could for him, bat he was in such 
shape what abb to leave the hospital 
that he was discharged from the service 
as percjaaeccly disabled 


"Some mouths afterward I was trans- 


ferred to a hospital at Washington and 
was there when the battle of Chaneel- 
larsviHe was fought. Two weeks after 
that ecg&gement a number of soldiers 
who had Ixrea wounded there were 
transferred from tte hospital at Acqnia 
Creek to the Washington 
hospital 


AJCOISJ; U<o most desperately and appar- 
ently hoptiessiy wounded of these 1 
•was amazed to discover John Peters, 
the soldier v,-ho had left the Philadel- 
phia hospiaJ to pass officially as a life- 
long cripple 
When he was at last able 


to rell his story, I was still more 
amas^d. After beiag discharged from 
£,c service as penaaneatiy disabled he 
soul plated himself ia charge of a noted 
surgeon of that day and after some 
ir.ocths was made almost as sound as he 
ever was. At any rate he was aMe to 
rp-PwHst. wiich he did in the One Hun- 
dred sad Fifteenth Pennsylvania and 
became orderly sergeant of his com- 
pany 
At Chanoollorsville he was shot 


in the right thigh, the ballet causing a 
compound fracture, and almost at the 


I_HU»? njoirpr.t a minie bail struck him 
in the left hip and lodged there against 
the boaft. HP fell and attempted to rise. 
As be raised his head he was hit by a 
njrag piece of shell, which fractured 
his skull and knocked him senseless, 
" Whea Peters regained consciousness, 


kis regiment had taken another posi- 
tion, and he lay there between two rak- 
ing fires, bullets, cannon balls and shells 
whiwring over htm for hoars, until at 
last he managed to drag himself a few 
yards away to the bank of a stream 
where there were boshes. Grasping a, 
bosh, he pulled himself over the bank 
and let himself down into the water, 
waist deep, which relieved his pain. 
Our troops retreated soon after that, 
and the Confederate army swept by 
where Peters hung. After it had passed 
Peters endeavored to draw himself out 
of the stream to the bank, in hope that 
he mi^ht be picked up, but he found 
that the bosh to winch he clung, while 
sufficient to support him as he crouched 
in the water, was not stiff enough to 
bear his weight in efforts ti pall hiia- 
self up on the bank. There was a bush 
jost iielow him evidently gtyong enough 
to «iable ioim to accomplish his pur- 
pose, bat is was oat of his reach, and if 
be released his hold on the bush that 
was supporting him to make the at- 
tempt to reach the stronger one he knew 
he -would drop helpless in the stream 
sad drown.

CONSUMPTIVES' HEADS. 


A Medical MM Says That u • Bole They 


Are Flat Sided. 


Consumptives have flat sided heiuls. 


This interesting discovery has been 
made by Dr. Mark I. Knapp of New 
York. His paper on the subject, read 
before the New York County Medical 
association, is printed ia The Medical 
Keeord. 


One of the conclusions of Dr. Kuapp 


is that tuberculosis can neither be in- 
fections nor communicable. This is the 
opinion held by Dr. Shrady, editor of 
The Medical Record, and is the opinion 
act held by Dr. Wilson and bas associ- 
ates of the New York city board of 
health. 


However this deduction ia regarded 


by medical men generally, Dr. Knapp" 
does not intend to be understood as say- 
ing that the fact that a roan has a flat 
Bided head (called medically a piano- 
parietal bead) either already has or that 
he of necessity is doomed to have tuber- 
culosis. That this assumption would be 
absurd Dr. Knapp shows by saying that 
centenarians and athletes are recruited 
from the ranks of the piano-parietals. 
Nor does be wish to be understood as 
meaning that tuberculosis modifies the 
contour of a head which previously had 
bean of a different shape. Dr. Knapp 


,ys his statements are substantiated by 


a few hundred cases, of which 477 were 
collected from four New fork hospitals. 
IB all these cases only four exceptions 
to the rule were found. 


The most 
important 
conclusion 


reached by Dr Knapp is that the foun- 
dation of tuberculosis ia laid in early 
life, and therefore the way to save the 
adult is to guard the child.

tional convention at Buffalo, has accom- 
plished a noble work. According to the 
report made by the national president, 
Mrs. Agnes Hitt of Indianapolis, "it 
has endowed and supports a national re- 
lief corps home for the wives and moth- 
ers of aoldiMS and dependent army 
nurses; it has led in the founding of 
homos in Michigan, Iowa, Wisconsin, 
California, Illinois, Indiana and Mis- 
souri ; ic founded and supports the me- 
morial borne in Pennsylvania; it secured 
legi<dation for the founding at a home 
in New York; it secured the legislation 
that provides government aid to tho des- 
titute army nurses; itfiRtabhshnd indue- 
trial training for girls at the Ohio Or- 
phan's home; it has built memorial halls 
and mormnii'nts, and it s*scurcd a united 
movement for patriotic teaching and a 
tiag on every schnolbonse."

With the growth of a large city 


the protection of the water front 
from the ravages of fin; becomes an 
Important study, almost aa impor- 
tant as the study of fire protection 
for thd city itself. Nearly evoiy 
large city in the United States owes 
its growth to its neatness to eome 
body of water, either lake, river or 
sea, which offers exceptional advan- 
tages for the transportation of im- 
mense quantities of merchandise, 
and also provides harborage fur all 
manner of craft engaged in this 
work. 


Thie merchandise has to be stored 


somewhere during tho process of 
loading and unloading these vessels, 
and the big warehouses and wharf 
buildings along the water front 
serve this purpose, but very often 
the most valuable cargoes are stored 
for a time in the flimsiest kind of 
buildings, needing but a spark to 
start a destructive conflagration. 


As a city increases in size its im- 


portance as a freight center grows 
in proportion, and the value of 
freight and merchandise stored 
along shore during transit in a big 
city like New York can only be im- 
agined. No reasonable valuation 
can be given, for we should have to 
dive too deeply into the amounts of 
imports and exports to get any- 
where near the-truth, 'uut it is safe 
to 
say 
that f 100, COO, 000 would 


Scarcely cover the property exposed 
to the danger of fire in a single day 
among the piers and wharfhouses 
of New York city. 


Nor is this danger confined to 


E«ers and wharf buildings alone, but 
vessels in the act of loading and un- 
loading valuable cargoes, the big 
bonded warehouses along the river 
front, the docks for great ocean 
steamers and the freight stations of 
many big railroads are also exposed 
to this risk and need to be well pro- 
tected, fora serious fire among them 
would destroy more valuable prop- 


ty than perhaps a fixe of the same 


extent in the very heart of the city. 


Fires along shore are difficult ones 


to handle. There is always more or 
[ess wind near the water. If a gale 
is blowing, it seems to have twice 
a - much force on the water front, 
and a fire once started here spreads 
very rapidly. Then tires on the 
piers or in the whaif buildings are 
usually very hard to fight; although 
there is plenty of water ail around, 
it is difficult to apply it to good 
effect 
The land forces can only 


fight such u fire from one position— 
the street side—and if the wind is 
blowing inland it di ivt-s the smoke 
and fire directly at them and makes 
it nearly impossible to hold this po- 
sition. It is here that the limiting 
fire engine or fireboat can do its val- 
uable work, and Xew York possesses 
a fleet of suoli vessels—three boats 
that are fully able to copo with a 
fire of alaiost JIDV size, whether it 
be among the ^hiupiug, alongshore 
or anywhere in the harbor.

Although not so extreme as tbe cele- 


brated English act of parliament from 
which Its inspirations were drawn, its 
penalties are severe and its provisions 
are broad. But the astute managers of 
Mark Hanna have made tbe discovery 
tbat it has no application to the elec- 
tion of a senator of the United States. 
Astounding as this may seem, an ex- 
amination of the law forces the con- 
clusion tbat for some inexplicable rea- 
son that office was omitted from its 
provisions. It applies in terms to can- 
didates for representative IE the con- 
gress of the United States and for any 
public office created b/ tbe constitution 
or laws of this state to be filled by 
popular election. They are rigorously 
restricted, under severe peaalties, in 
tbe expenditure of money for tbe pur- 
pose of securing or aiding in securing 
either their nomination or electiou., 
But no such curb is placed, upon the 
freedom of a candidate for the senate 
of the United States. 
He does not 


come within the descriptive words. His 
offlce te not created by the constitution 
or laws of this state, nor is fcis office 
one to be filled by popular election. It 
Is true that the general provisions ot 
the statute upon the subject of bribery 
apply to tbat office as well as to all 
others, but millions of money may be 
ased and the will of the voter effec- 
tually corrupted without resorting to 
direct bribery. 


So, by the strange oversight of young 


Mr. GarSeld. the world is to be for- 
ever deprived of a sworn and itemized 
statement, which all other candidates 
are required to make, of Mr. Banna's 
campaign expenditures. 'Major Dick's 
reckless use of his check: book is now 
made -plain.- There may be law for 
other people, but none far Mark. Great 
and far-seeing is the wisdom oT Re- 
publican legislators! 


The •temptation to commit fraud, to 


deceive and mislead the voter or to 
improperly influence him is removed 
from tbe path of all candidates but that 
of the senator. 


He may, through tis agents, distrib- 


ute funds ad libitum in every school 
district of the state with DO statutory 
specter to confront him. 


There is an unwritten law higher 


than any legislative enactment. Pub-

era Are Developing. 


The limit of improvement is not 


found in producing traits of great size, 
beauty and sweetness. There are other 
desirable qualities that the horticultur- 
ist is anxious to obtain, and toward 
this end he is devoting his energies. 
One of tbe most noticeable trends of the 
science of fruit culture is toward the 
elimination of undesirable organs. The 
thorns of some of the citrus fruit trees 
and tbe pnckles of such small berry 
bushes as the gooseberry, blackberry 
anu raspberry are protuberances that 
have outlived their usefulness and are 
highly unpleasant. T*heynot only punc- 
ture the ripening fruits, but they often 
make harvesting exceedingly mconven 
lent. Gardeners have long wished to 
do away with these thorns and pnckles, 
but it is only comparatively recently 
that systematic efforts have been made 
to eliminate them. 


Tbe thorns are conspicuous organs of 


our cultivated plants that have ceased 
to be of any value, for their anginal 
purpose of protecting the plants from 
animals has no force today in the gar 
dens and fields. They should have been 
exterminated long ago Through tbe 
careful selection of plants that happen 
to be thornless, stocks are obtained for 
a now race of thornlebs plants. Others 
are noted for tho few tiiorns that grow 
on them, and by judicious selection of 
seeds and grafts from these the same 
work is continued. Already gardeners 
have cultivated raspberry and blackber 
ry canes that aro entirely thornless, and 
by grafting improved varieties on these 
the desired end will soon be reached. 
The \s ilel orange trees havo ruauj more 
thorns on th<>m thi1:. the budded stock, 
and the wild Florida lemons aro thi' kly 
studded with thorns, while the graf uxl 
La France have none.—George Ktbel
